W est of Chicago—Primitive Wooden Buildings of Four 
Years Ago Replaced by Modern Fireproof Structures. 
Capacity Over Oné Thousand Patients.

probably unaware that in the 
Los Angeles County Hospital this 
city boasts one of the largest and 
most modern institutions of its kind 
in the United States. It would sur- 
prise many, even among the physi- 
cians of the city, to be informed that 
the big institution at Mission road 
and Marengo street is larger than any 
other hospital west of Chicago. Yet 
it is a fact that only three other pub- 
lic hospitals in the United States, 
Belleview in New York City, the Cook 
County in Chicago, and the Blockley 
Hospital in Philadelphia, surpass in 
capacity the Los Angeles institution. 
Four years ago the Los Angeles 
County Hospital was a collection of 
old, unsafe wooden buildings. That 
the institution with all its inmates 
was not wiped out of existence by fire 
Was a year-in and year-out mystery 
to those in charge, who, with all their 
precautions, lived in«constant dread 
of a holocaust. 
These primitive conditions have 
vanished. Modern fireproof buildings 
have displaced all the old fire traps 


M OST persons in Los Angeles are 


and several up-to-date structures have 


been added to the original group in 
the past three years. Two fine build- 
ings are now under construction. 
Others are in contemplation for fu- 


.ture needs. 


The transformation of the institu- 


tien has been alrhost magical. It has 


all been accomplished so rapidly and 
with so little stir that the public at 
large has not realized the significance 
of the change. Today the hospital is 
a model in many respects for Belle- 
view and the Cook County Hospital, 
both of which sti)! possess many bulld- 
ings that are far from being modern 
or safe. 3 

On this page of The Times is pub- 
lished a birdseye perspective of the 
entire hospital group, including the 
library and psychopathic buildings, 
which have just been started. Plans 
for these two structures, both of 
which will be thoroughly fireproof 
and modern, in keeping with other 
buildings, were recently completed by 
George Low, a local architect, and, as 
pictured, both edifices follow faith- 
fully the blue print elevations in the 
hands of the F. O. Engstrum Com- 
pany, which has the contract for their 
construction. 

The splendid perspective herewith 
reproduced in the work of W. A, 
Sharp, one of the best-known artists of 
the Southwest, who spent several days 
in gathering data and making meas- 
urements necessary to the production

group have appeared in print. 

MUST PASS GATE. 


Visitors to the modernized county 
hospital pass through a gate lodge 


which is in constant charge of an of- 


ficlal whose business it is to see that 
none pass into the grounds without 
having some business there. Em- 
ployees are bound by rules which pro- 
hibit coming and going without prop- 
erly indorsed passes. This rule is fol- 


lowed by the leading hospitals of the |. 


world and in striking contrast to the 
former lax methods prevailing at the 
local institution. 

The grounds of the hospital are fif- 
teen acres in extent and are bounded 
by Mission road, Marengo street, Grif- 
fith avenue and Wood avenue. --A 
fence of ornamental design and of re- 
inforced concrete and iron construc- 


tion surrounds the whole, adding to j|- 
the appearance of the institution and.

aiding in the enforcement of syste- 
matic management. This fence was 
one of the first innovations urged by 
Dr. C. H. Whitman, the present super- 
intendent of the hospital, when he as- 
sumed charge four years ago and 
when he began the agitation for mod- 
ern buildings and modern methods 
which has resulted in the splendid 
institution now maintained by Los An- 
geles county. 

Under Dr. Whitman are approxi- 


mately 250 employees, about 100 of 


whom are nurses. These men and 
women have in their charge on the 
average 750 to 800 patients, although 
at one time during the past - winter 
there were nearly $00 persons being 
cared for in the institution. The ca- 
pacity of the hospital is in the neigh- 
borhood of 1000 patients, which will 
be increased upon the completion of 
the psychopathic building. 

The hospital maintains a_ training 
school for nurses and annually grad- 
uates from thirty to forty young wom- 
en and a number of men into the pro- 
fession of nursing. The school has 
extensive quarters of its own and is 
in charge of leading practitioners, all 
of whom are teachers in the medical 
colleges of Los Angeles.

pavilion is considered a part of the 
surgical building, which it adjoins, 
and that the kitchen building is at- 
tached to the main medical ward and 
regarded as a part of that structure.

dry bulldings. The hospital manage- 
ment also plans to build a large sana- 
torium for consumptives as soon ag &

The largest building in the group ts 
the surgical bullding, which is five sto- 
ries in height above a high basement, 
This structure is as modern and com- 
plete as any hospital edifice in the 
country and contains provision for 300 
beds. The first three stories are giv- 
en over to men patients and the two 
upper floors to women, the top story 
being devoted to a maternity ward. 

The tubercular building has a ca- 
pacity of 200 patients and is one of 
the newest and most up-to-date of the 
group structures. Near by is the struc- 
ture now utilized as a detention hose- 
pital for the insane, but which will 
be converted into an isolation as soon 
as the new psychopathic building is 
ready for occupancy. The administra- 
tion building is the handsomest struc- 
ture of the group and one of the new- 
est and contains in addition to the of- 
fices of the institution complete lab- 
oratories and examination-rooms. An- 
@ther of the newer buildings is the 
chapel, an attractive edifice seating 
about 600. 

The library will be three stories in 
height, with foundations of strength | 
sufficient to support six stories. The 
first floor will be given over to library 
purposes, the second story to rest- 
rooms and reading-rooms for 
nurses and the third story to a nurses’ 
dormitory. This structure, like the 
psychopathic building, will be of 
brick, steel and concrete construc- 
fon. 

The administration building, l!brary, 
kitchen building and three medical 
ward buildings are grouped on each 
side of a long two-story corridor con- 
necting all the main structures of the 
group and which opens tnto every 
building by an inclosed passageway.

great battle of Chickamauga 
saved Johnny Clem. He was a 
reckless little soldier in his conduct 
when the firing began. He drank and 
he gambled, though he was only 12 
years old. Yet he was a brave and 
seasoned warrior, even sagacious 
child of thunder, as the following tale 
will show. 

Johnny shot a man at Chickamauga, 
bringing him from his horse, for he 
was e colonel, prone upon the ground. 
It was a hand-to-hand encounter. Gen. 
Thomas made Johnny 4a sergeant 
Thereafter Johnny was both an or- 
rerly to the “Rock of Chickamauga” 
and his son. Thus was Johnny saved. 
Thomas led him out of the ways of 
battling men; he is now @ member 
of the Episcopal Church. 

The same Johnny Clem has become 


Col. John Lincoln Clem, United 
States army, low of voice, m 
almost shy en speaking of himself 


and pleasant-faced. He is the only 
Civil War veteran on the active list. 
All the rest have gone to the grave 
or Into retirement. Disinterested per- 
sons say that he should have been a 
brigadier-general years ago. It is 
Johnny Clem, the “drummer boy of 
Chickamauga,” however with whom 
this story is concerned. Military his- 
tortans declare that he is probably the 
youngest soldier who ever bore arms 
in the wars between civilised men. 
He was 12 and weighed sixty-three 
pounds on the day he shot the colonel, 


WOUNDED; TAKEN PRISONER. 


When he was not beating the “long 
roll” on his drum, Johnny Clem was 
fighting like a private in the thick of 
battle. His drum was smashed by a 
piece of shell at Shiloh; a bullet tn 
Georgia cut a permanent nick in the 
rim if his right ear; his horse, or 
pony, rather, was killed under him in 
front of Atlanta. Gen. “Joe” Wheeler 
made him a prisoner near -Chatta- 


|nooga. Three bullets went through 


his cap immediately following his 
main exploit at Chickamauga. He 
spent eight years in the artillery 
after te close of the war. Snce then 
he hes been a quartermaster, and has 
performed duty tn Porto Rico and the 
Philippines. He was recently ordered 
here from the West. Col. Clem is not 
a talking man, nor is he ready of pen 
outside his regular business. By dint 
of hard questioning, I got the strange 
facts of his life as a boy soldier. Un- 
til now only meager accounts of his 
experience have ever been published.

ducer. It is on the corner of State and 
Washington streets, and business has 
utterly outgrown it. A year ago the prop- 
erty was sold as it stood for $2,750,000, and 
the building is to be razed to the ground for 
the purpose of replacing it with a $10,000,000 
structure. 


Second Thoughts Are Best. 

HE Kansas City, Mexico and Oriental 
Railway is an enterprise which has oc- 
cupied the attention of the people for many 
years. It was promoted by Arthur E. Still- 
well, who projected the line to run from 
Kansas City southwesterly to a Pacific- 
Ocean terminus down on the west coast of 
Mexico. The company got into financial dif- 
ficulties and has been in the hands of a re- 
ceiver for some time, but has recently been 
resuscitated, and the new managers an- 
nounce a radical change in their plans. The 
road will touch the Southern Pacific several 
hundred miles east of El Paso, and the plan 
is to connect there and make a new route 
from the East to Los Angeles. Well, Los 
Angeles is a good deal better terminus than 
Topolobampo Bay, south of Guaymas in 
Mexico, torn as it is with such internal dis- 
turbances and not certain to be pacified for 
years to come. 


Facts About vrange Growing. 
N A month from now the Sixty-third Con- 
gress will be in the throes of an awfvi 
convulsion over a new tariff bill. One can 
hardly help recalling the Latin adage, ‘‘Par- 
turiunt montes nascetur ridiculus mus.” If 
this extraordinary session does not bring 
into the world a most ridiculous muss we 
shall be as much overivyed as surprised. 
One of the things to be treated is the tariff 
on citrus fruits. And unless the members of 
the Committee on Ways and Means and of 
Congress generally are not put in possession 
of the facts by the California Congressmen 
and Senators we are likely to find ourselves 
in a muss more tragic than ridiculous. The 
advocates of free oranges and lemons will 
harp vociferovsly on the fact that orange 
groves in California sell for as high as $2500 
an acre and that these are srpposed to pay 
a good interest on that price as an invest- 
ment. There may be here and there a little. 
patch of oranges that will do it. The writer 
picked off of his own orange tree twenty-two 
field boxes of seedling fruit more than thirty 
years ago. But there were a hundred trees 
in the same orchard that did not yield a 
packed box each. Then a good many orange 
groves bring fancy prices because they con- 
tain fancy improvements and are intended 
rather for gentlemen’s country homes than 
revenue-producers. Other groves bring 
high prices as a speculation for cutting up 
into building lots because they are near 
growing towns. The county of Riverside is 
the banner one for oranges in California. 
There are in ‘hat county 1,021,957 orange 
trees, and the exact number of boxes of or- 
anges picked from them in 1910, a good year, 
was 2,006,902 boxes. Now that is about the 
average yield of the orange trees of the 
State. There are groves of mature trees in 
exceptionally favorable situations evd ex-

The 
refuse on the ground is reported quite 
heavy in scme sections, but scarcely 
anywhere is the crop anything like a 
total loss. 

Those who watch closely the mar- 
ket reports of the orange sales in 
eastern cities and notice the low 
prices at which many Icts go would 
be subject to misleading impressions. 
These daily press reports include only 
auction sales, and no really first-class 
fruit is ever offered in the auction- 
rooms. The fruit that is offered at 
aucticn is either stuff known not to 
be first-class at the time of shipment, 
or is made up of carloads sold “on de- 
livery” at eastern points and rejected 
there on inspection as not up to stand- 
ard. The rejected carlcad then takes 
up a devious journey, diverted from 
one city to another, until it finally 
winds up in some auction-room in one 
cf the few large cities where fruit is 
disposed of in this way. | 

Re The really good fruit is either sold 
aS “F.O.B. California” or “delivered” at 
‘3 the East, and does not enter at all 
into the press market reports. This 
fruit is bringing fine prices all over the 
East, and will bring better prices as the 
season advances and the supply be- 
comes less adequate. There are or- 
ange growers whose crop would have 
grossed 10,000 or 12,000 boxes, but 
which because of the frost will net 
not more than half that amount. Yet 
by carefully selecting and shipping 
only good oranges, these anticipate 
as large net returns from their groves 
this year as they could have hoped for 
if the whole crop had been marketed.

The Constitution Amendment. 

HE amendment to the Federal 
Constitution providing machin- 
ery for levying-tax on the incomes cf 
individuals throughout all the States 
of the Union has been approved of by 
two-thirds cf the States and is now a 
part of our fundamental law. This 
gives rise to two reflections. 

First, the Constitution of the United 
States was purposely made by its 
framers to be abcut the hardest thing 
in our political life and governmental 
procedure to change.

A Word About California Winters 
T IS simply traditional obsession 
that is responsible for the use of 

the word “winter” in Southern Cali- 
fornia in the land by the shores cf the 
Western Sea, or anywhere throughout 


much less reigns supreme, is cn some 
mountain peak at least a mile above 
sea level. Scientificaliy, in Southern 
California we have but two seasons, 
the rainy season and the rainless sea- 
son. The rainy season begins any 
time after about the middle of Sep- 
tember, but may be delayed in its in- 
ception until the latter part of Novem- 
ber, or even until nearly the end of 
December. Normally the rainy sea- 
son ends during the latter part of 
March, but it may come to an efid a 
month earlier. It is pcssible that 
showers may fall any month im the 
year. The writer has seen rain every 
month in the year in Southern Cali- 
fornia, just as he has seen frost every 
month in the year in the State of Wis- 
consin. The average rainfall at Les 
Angeles is about sixteen inches, tak- 
ing a period of thirty years or more. 
Some years the rainfall is less than 
five inches, and some years as much 
as forty. Normal seasons we look for 
a good rain about November 15 to 25, 
with another about Christmas time; 
then normally comes a hiatus, fol- 
lowed by heavy rains in February and 
March. In the old days, when our 
prosperity depended almost entirel- 
upon farming, and when that ran 
largely to stock-raising, the matter of 
rain was a subject of constant discus- 
sion any time after the first of Octo- 
ber. If we did not get a soaking 
downpour before Christmas, the ap- 
pearance of things was blue and the 
faces of the pecple became very long 
from anxious hearts. With the pass- 
ing of the years and the recording of 
the rainfall by the signal service, the 
fact has come to be recognized that 
there is no need of misgivings be- 
cause cf the failure of the earlier 
rains. An inch of rain at this time of 
the season is better than two inches in 
December, and better than five in No- 
vember. Furthermore, the “latter 
rains,” as they are referred to in the 
Bible, written by inhabitants of Pales- 
tine, are much less likely to fail than 
the “former rains.” Take this season 
and last, when the rainfall up to the 
last week in February was exceed- 
ingly light. followed by drenching 
rains after that date, resulting in gen- 
erally excellent crops. The fact that 
rains sometimes are scant and the ne- 
cessity of moisture for citrus trees 
when no rain 
falls, resulted in the development of 
artificial supplies by storing stcrm 
water and the melted snows in reser- 
voirs in mountain canyons, and in the 
boring of artesian wells. The im- 
mense mountain range circumscribing 
Southern California, and the great 
tableland behind these wherc the 
greater part of the rainfall is precipi- 
tated, form natural storage reservoirs 
for water. This percolates through 
the rocky strata that form the ribs of 
the earth, and the whole subterranean 
area under Southern California is 
either a series of lakes or cf streams. 
By tapping these we get plenty of 
moisture for almost all purposes. 

The beauty of this arrangement is 
that the agriculturist, whether alfalfa- 
producer or orchardist, applies mcis- 
ture as he needs it.

_ Those who watch closely the mar- 
ket reports of the orange sales in 
eastern cities and notice the low 
prices at which many lcts go would 
be subject to misleading impressions. 
These daily press reports include only 
auction sales, and no really first-class 
fruit is ever offered in the auction- 
rooms.. The fruit that is offered at 
auction is either stuff known not to 
be first-class at the time of shipment, 
or is made up of carloads sold “on de- 
livery” at eastern points and rejected 
there on inspection as not up to stand- 
ard. The rejected carlcad then takes 
up a_devious journey, diverted from 
one city to another, until it finally 
winds up in some auction-room in one 
cf the few large cities where fruit is 
_ disposed of in this way. 
The really good fruit is either sold 
“F.O.B. California” or “delivered” at 
the East, and does not enter at all 


fruit is bringing fine prices all over the 
East, and will bring better prices as the 
season advances and the supply be- 
comes less adequate. There are or- 
ange growers whose crop would have 
grossed 10,000 or 12,000 boxes, but 
which because of the frost will net 
not more than half that amount. Yet 
by carefully selecting and shipping 
only good oranges, these anticipate 
as large net returns from their groves 
this year as they could have hoped for 
if the whole crop had been marketed. 

Those who visited the orange fair 
at San Bernardino during the last half 
of the month of February saw small 
mountains of perfect oranges and lem- 
ons piled up in exhibits from all over 
the State, from Porterville in the San 
Joaquin Valley to San Diego down 
near the Mexican border These cit-

HE amendment to the Federal 
Constitution providing machin- 
ery for levying tax on the incomes cf 
individuals throughout all the States 
of the Union has been approved of by 
two-thirds cf the States and is now a 
part of our fundamental law.

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A Word About California Winters 

T IS simply traditional obsession 
that is -responsible for the use of 
the word “winter” in Southern Cali- 
fornia in the land by the shores cf the 
Western Sea, or anywhere throughout 
the Great Southwest. ‘The only spot 
where winter ever gets a foothold, 
much less reigns supreme, is cn some 
mountain peak at least a mile above 
sea level. Scientifically, in Southern 


the rainy season and the rainless sea- 
son. The rainy season begins any 
time after about the middle of Sep- 
tember, but may be delayed in its in- 
ception until the latter part of Novem- 
ber, or even until nearly the end of 
December. Normally the rainy sea- 
son ends during the latter’ part of 
March, but it may come to an end a 
month earlier. It is pcssible that 
showers may fall any month in the 
year. The writer has seen rain every 
month in the year in Southern Calli- 
fornia, just as he has seen frost every 
month in the year in the State of Wis- 
consin. The average rainfall at Les 
Angeles is about sixteen inches, tak- 
ing a period of thirty years or more. 
Some years the rainfall is less than 
five inches, and some years as much 
as forty. Normal seasons we look for 
a good rain about November 15 to 25, 
with another about Christmas time; 
then normally comes a hiatus, fol- 
lowed by heavy rains in February and 
March. In the old days, when our 
prosperity depended almost entirely 
upon farming, and when that ran 
largely to stock-raising, the matter of 


ber. If we did not get a soaking 
downpour before Christmas, the ap- 
pearance of things was blue and the 
faces of the pecple became very long 
from anxious hearts. With the’ pass- 
ing of the years and the recording of 
the rainfall by the signal service, the 
fact has come to be recognized that 
there is no need of misgivings be- 
cause cf the failure of the earlier 
rains. An inch of rain at this time of 
the season is better than two inches in 
December, and better than five in No- 
vember. Furthermore, the “latter 
rains,” as they are referred to in the 
Bible, written by inhabitants of Pales- 
tine, are much less likely to fail than 
the “former rains.” Take this season 
and last, when the rainfall up to the 
last week in February was exceed- 
ingly light, 
rains after that date, resulting in gen- 
erally excellent crops. The fact that 
rains sometimes are scant and the ne- 
cessity of moisture for citrus trees 
during the summer, when no rain 
falls, resulted in the development of 
artificial supplies by storing stcrm 
water and the melted snows in reser- 
voirs in mountain canyons, and in the 
boring of artesian wells. The im- 
mense mountain range circumscribing 
Southern California, and the great 
tableland behind these where the 
greater part of the rainfall is ipi- 
tated, form natural storage reservoirs 
for water. This percolates through 
the rocky strata that form the ribs of 
the earth, and the whole subterranean 
area under Southern California is 
either a series of lakes or cf streams. 
By tapping these we get plenty of 
moisture for almost all purposes. —

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BRIDGES CENTURIES: 


TOCK that reaches back in American 
S history to 1632 comes mighty near 

composing pioneers of pioneers and 
Colonials of Colonials. Los Angeles 
boasts at least one citizen of good British 
strain who thus reaches back almost to the 
He is Dr. Norman 
Bridge, who maintains in this far-off land 
ind in this late age the best traditions of 
earliest New England. The original Bridge 
came from England to America and settled 
at Cambridge, Mass., in 1632. The family 
seems to have acquired American patriot- 


ism at an early age, for the grandfather 


of Dr. Norman Bridge took part in the 
Revolutionary War on the side of the revo- 
lutionists, and this patriotism has contin- 
ued to the present time, for a brother of 
our Dr. Bridge enlisted in a regiment of 
Massachusetts volunteers and took part in 
the Civil War, where he fell a victim to 
disease after suffering manifold wounds in 
many battles. 

Dr. Norman Bridge was born in West 
Windsor, Vt., December 30, 1844. How tra- 
ditions persist in the family! His father 
had been named James Madison, after one 
of the early Presidents, and his mother was 
in her maiden days Miss Nancy Ann Bag- 
ley. Thus on both sides the doctor inher- 
its good British blood. His education was 
in the country schools in Vermont, and 
afterward in the High School of De Kaitb 
county, Illinois, where the young man 
taught school in the winter time and 
pitched hay on the paternal farm during 
the summer. 

Having completed his schooling, the 
young man went into business on his own 
account as a fire-insurance agent. But he 
seems to have had an impulse toward study 
end professional life, so in 1865 he beran 
the study of medicine at the University o: 
Michigan, finishing at the Northwestern 
University, and from that day to this he 
bas been a professor of medical subjects in 
high-grade schools. When %0 years old, in 
1874, he married Miss Mae Manford. | 

Dr. Bridge settled in Chicago, and there 
eerved for considerable time as a member 
of the Board of Education, and afterward 


these political experiences he had a good 
deal of trouble, being charged with all sorts 
of misconduct by political opponents, led 
by the Chicago Tribune, for no better rea- 
son than that he was an intimate friend of 
the controlling editor of a rival paper. But 
Dr. Bridge's vindication was of the most 
sweeping character, for after an interview 
with the editor of the Tribune, heated in 
character on that side of the controversy, 
Lut calm as &, summer's evening on Dr.

over Southern California, and there were 
few places of note in which the Kerckhoflf- 
Cuzner yard did not get its full share of the 
business. Besides that, docks were built 
at San Pedro, and a fleet of lumber schoon- 
ers organized to carry from the mills in the 
north to the point of application in South- 
ern California. 

With shrewd foresight, timber lands 
were secured in several of the western 
States, particularly in Oregon and Washb- 
ington, and the Kerckhoff-Cuzner mills on 
the Umpqua River, Oregon, for years have 
supplied Los Angeles with a great deal of 
lumber. 

W. G. Kerckhoff at a comparatively early 
period left the management of the lumber 
business to his associates, and forming a 
new association in 1898 with A. C. Balch 
secured rights on the San Gabriel River up 
in the mountains and started the develop- 
ment of the San Gabriel Electric Company, 
one of the first “juice” producers in Cali- 
fornia. This concern furnished electricity 
for light and power to Los Angeles from 
its inception, then branched out to San 
Bernardino, and is selling “juice” to these 
and to twelve other cities at the present 
time. 

This was followed by the organization, 
under Mr. Kerckhoff’s leadership, of the 
Pacific Light and Power Company, and 
later on of the San Joaquin Light and 
Power Company. These are three of the 
most important producers of electric cur-

Does the Mexican Like the American? 
This is a question which is often asked. 


If you put it to a Mexican gentleman of the 
better class he will tell you yes, and that 


his country looks to ours for its deveiop- 
ment and culture. He will show you that 
a large proportion of the Mexican boys and 
girls who go abroad to be educated are sent 
to the United States, and that Mexico's 
trade is greater with us than with any other 
nation. On the other hand, the Mexican is 
much like the Russian. If you scratch the 


Russian deep enough you will find him a 


Tartar. The real Mexican is a Spaniard, 
and I do not believe he likes us. He is 
jealous, and he covets our ability to make 
money and do big things. He is frightened 
at the preponderance of American invest- 
ments, and in his soul he believes we mean 
to conquer and take possession of the land. 
The more you protest, the greater he thinks 
is your hypocrisy. Moreover, the better

Companies Which Own Towns. 


And then there are some companies which 
practically own the public works of various 
towns. Such is the Anglo-Mexican Electric 
Company, which has the Puebla tramway, 
light and power; the British company, which 
owns the Zacatecas light and tramways: 
the Canadian one, backed by McKenzie and 
Mann, which owns all the public utilities uf 


Monterey, and also the Mexican Light and 


Power Company, which gets its power from 
the falls of the Necaxa River and supplies 
light and power to the capital. This latter 
company has now a capital of $25,000,000, 
and its net operating profits are $4,000,000 a 
year. The stock is largely owned in Great 
Britain. 

In addition to these I might mention 
scores of other industrials the stock in some 
of which is very largely held in the United 
States. I am told that there are something 
like $50,000,000 worth of Mexican invest- 
ments controlled from Kansas City alone 
and that St. Louis, Chicago, Pittsburgh and 
others of our big financial centers have cap- 
italists who are interested to an enormous 
extent. Among the recent organizations is 
the Gulf Coast Fruit and Steamship Com- 
pany, which has large plantations near the 
Coatzacoalicos River, which are now being 
set out in bananas, and the Mexico Inter- 
national Land Company, which owns about 
a half-million acres in Vera Cruz and 
Oaxaca. 

In conclusion I would say that the most 
of these companies are large organizatiors 
backed by big capital and managed on 
strict business principles. In addition to 
them, there are a great number of fraudu- 
lent companies, which have been gotten 
up to sell stock on the promises of mak- 
ing for the owners from 200 per cent, to 


‘500 per cent. within five or ten years. In 


ninety-nine cases out of every hundred 
such companies are fakes pure and simple, 
and the small man who takes stock in them 
payable on installments or in the lump is 
sure of losing his money. :

Queer Tricks of Colors. 

{Tit-Bits:}] If on a screen of black vel- 
vet placed at a distance of ten feet from 
the spectator large letters are pasted, some 
blue, some red, they will not appear to be 
at equal distance from the eyes. To some 
persons the red letters will seem nearer 
than the blue letters, while to other persons 
the contrary effect will be manifested. 

To produce this effect both eyes must be 
employed. When one eye is closed the let- 
ters are all seen at the same distance. On 
opening the other eye one set of letters im- 
mediately appears to take a position in ad- 
vance of the others. 

The explanation offered for this effect is 
that a sort of stereoscopic illusion is pro- 
duced in the eye itself, depending upon 
color. The image of a blue object is shifted 
by the eye toward one side and that of a 
red object toward the other side. 

If on looking at blue and red letters on a 
black background placed ten or twelve feet 
away you see the red letters nearer than 
the blue, screen off one half of pupil of 
each eye on the outside and you will see 
the red letters retire behind the blue ones. 

If you screen the pupils on the side to- 
ward the nose, you will see the red letters 
advance apparently still farther ahead of 
the blue ones. If, on the other hand, you 
naturally see the blue in advance, screen 
the inner side of the pupils of your eyes and 
the red will come to the front. 

Beautiful effects are produced with one 
eye alone when, instead of letters, red or 
blue rings are pasted on a background of 
the opposite color. Placing red rings on 
blue paper and using the right eye with the 
inner side of the pupil covered the appear- 
ance is that of circular red hillocks resting 
on a blue greund. 

To produce this effect in its highest de- 
gree the paper must be held to the left and 
sloping in that direction. When the outer 
side of the pupil is screened the red rings 
will become circular trenches in the blue 
paper.

forming courtiers. 

One symbolic specimen of sculpture, how- 
ever, did indeed seem impressive. It repre- 
sents David Garrick in the act of retiring 
behind the green curtain at the close of 
the play. The likeness is said to be faith- 
ful, the drapery is superb and the whole 
effect natural and unexaggerated.. Yet in 
the same nave a hideous skeleton is seen 
emerging from a vault, and with grinning 
teeth and clattering bones he reaches out 
and grasps the helpless figure of a lovely 
female, whom he evidently proposes to es- 
cort to his own dominions—whether down- 
stairs or upstairs is not indicated. , 

All this, however, expresses the taste of 
the period, no less than the statues of ar- 
tistic conception and design, and is so far 
historic. One of the most. remarkable 
pleces of statuary in all the Abbey is one 
representing Wilberforce. The figure is in 
a sitting position, and there is an idea both 
in outline and interline not wrought up, but 
possessing the entire individualism of the 
subject. The eye, small and searching, is 
the only successful fulfillment of an effort 
to reproduce that organ in statuary that | 
have ever seen.

An Automobile Plow. 

A power-driven plow, behind wich ° the 
operator walks, as with a horse-drawn plow, 
is a recent invention, described, with illus- 
tration, in the March Popular Mechanics 
Magazine. The power plant consists of a 
two-cycle, nine-horse power gasoline engine 
-mounted between the handles and geared to 
two spiked drive wheels. The downward 
pull of the plow cutting its way through the 
soil holds the drive wheels to the ground 
and the spikes prevent slipping. When the 
plow strikes a root, stump, or large rock, 
the spiked wheels slip and the machine 
can be thrown out of gear instantly. It is 
then easily raised above the obstruction by 
lifting on the handles, the engine is thrown © 
into gear again, and the plowing proceeds. 

The outfit may also be used for other pur- 
poses than plowing. A number of attach- 
ments are provided, including turning points 
for breaking land, a seeder for planting 
corn, cotton and other seed crops; disk har-

The egg chambers in hot-water machines 
are kept at the proper temperature by radia- 
tion from pipes or tanks, in which the water 
circulates, or by a combination of radiation 
and convection, a current of air passing 
through the heater and thence into the egg 
chamber. Hot-air machines are heated by 


convection alone, or a combination of this;

The 


cA New Utility Duck.

It is rare that any fancler secks to origi- Buff Orpington ducks are gaiaing many 


nate a new variety of ducks. Most of the 
breeders are satisfied to continue with one 
of the old-established varieties. Breeds 
which have been characteristic of certain 
countries for centuries and possessing vary- 
ing utility qualities, combined with more or 
less beauty of plumage, have been selected 
and bred to meet the requirements of the 
market to which each breeder caters. A 
decad. ago the late William Cook of Kent, 
England, famed as the originator of all the 
now popular Orpington fowls, spent much 
time in perfecting a new utility duck, one 
which would compare favorably as layers 
with the Peking, for weight and carcass 
with the Aylesbury and tn addition possess 
a beautiful plumage which is a novelty for | 
ducks—-buff. In the course of his work he 
not only produced Buff Ducks, but good 
Blues as well, and both varieties are now 
largely bred, although the trend of public 
There are two 
‘reasons for this. One is the novelty of 
buff coloration on ducks and the other is the 
remarkable similarity between the Blue Or- 
pington duck and Blue Swedish duck, the 
latter a recognized utility duck native to 
parts of Russia, Scandinavia, Germany and 
Belgium.

Their breeders are very enthusiastic over 
their pronounced heavy-laying qualities aud 
eerly maturity. One record from Califor- ; 
nia shows that a flock of Buff Orpington 
ducks hatched February 6 commenced to 
lay June 28, less than sixteen weeks from 
hatching to laying maturity. Another rec- 
ord shows that two ducks laid 258 eggs in 
six months. This was an average of 129 
apiece for the laying season, which is 
greatly in excess of the average duck's pro- 
duction of eggs. 

The plumage of this variety is a beauti- 
ful soft buff over all, with the exception of 
the male, one characteristic of a Buff Or- 
pington drake being a seal brown head sev- 
eral shades darker than the body color. 
The bills on both sexes are greenish yellow, 
inclined to brownish yellow in the duck. 

The endeavor has’ been to breed only 
laying white eggs. To this end, the careful 
breeders are setting only the white eggs, 
and a few years of such care and selection 
is bound to produce the desired result. 
Greenish eggs will crop out, however, and 
the only way to weed out this taint is to fol- 
low the plan outlined above. The weights 
demanded on these ducks are six to seven 
pounds for males and five to six pounds for 
females. Their general shape is broad, 
deep and long. The body is carried some

noise, the greater the resonance. 

Against the hard palate, just back and 
above the upper front teeth, is the recep- 
tion-room of the voice. Vibration is pro 
duced when the vocal current strikes this 
reception-room, but no resonance is pro- 
duced until it returns to the pharyngeal 
cavity whence the reverbation takes place. 
The more complete the opening of the phar- 
yngeal cavity the purer the tone and the 
greater the volume. It is not sufficient that 
the mouth be well opened—it is sometimes 
opened so wide that it narrows the phargn- 
geal cavity. The reverberation should be 
complete and uninterrupted. Any vocal ar- 
tist can demonstrate this in five minutes.

“The average lay mind may not very 
readily perceive the distinction between 
the ordinary desire for fluids and physio- 
logical desire thirst.) The former is 
largely the result of the habit of over- 
eating, and is stimulated by overeating, the 
use of salts, spices, condiments, acids, to- 
bacco, hot and highly-seasoned victuals, un- 
due excitement of the passious, etc., etc., 
while the latter is the desire of the normal 
organism required for the conservation o

“The socalled cure of disease, more 
properly the normalization of the abnormal 
(human) organism, depends mainly upon 
the law of organic chemistry that without 
water no*change or process can take place 
in a living organism. 


“Disease being principally a chemical 


nature’s efforts to restore norma) condl- 
tions consist primarily in eliminating water 
from the diseased body by fever and pro- 
fuse perspiration as well as through other 
channels. | 

“Some of the most noted physicians, like 
Hufeland, Hariess and others, state that all 
forms of disease have been cured by na- 
'ture’s own unassisted efforts. This means 
that so<alled cures by human agencies, in 
order to be effective, must be accompanied 
by symptoms similar to those found to be 
present during nature’s own and unaided 
efforts. | 

“Some of these symptoms are: ,Heavy 
‘deposits in the urine, frequently - fipe- 
tion, dryness in the mouth, a more/for less 
coated tongue (white, gray, 
sometimes biack,) disturbed sleep, lose of 
weight of the body, a fickle appetite, lan- 
guor or irritability, and a desire for physi- 
cal and mental rest. | 

“In chronic diseases under dietetic treat- 
|ment the pulse becomes slower, that of 
adults frequently going as low as 60-50 
beats per minute, which fact also dimin- 
ishes the desire for fluids. 

“In almost every instance of acute dis- 
ease it is found that the so-called cridis con- 
sists in a free perspiration or discharge of 
water through other channels, _ bringing 
about the convalescence of the patient.
